Salaried Receivers 


The abolition of the fee system in bankruptcy cases and the 


. creation of official salaried receivers instead of those now ap- 
! pointed by courts, is recommended by a committee of the 
; New York Merchants' Association which has been studying 


the present system in the district where it flourishes most 
. The investigators complain that pfesent bankruptcy laws 


"tend needlessly to divert from the creditors to the officials 
who administer the law an excessively large part of the assets 
in bankruptcy cases." This evil seems inseparable from the 
system. It is a matter of common observation that receivers 
often obtain larger compensation for their 'work than do the 


, judges who appoint them, though the judges have more re- 


sponsibility and onerous jobs. 


In any particular case'nobody may be to blame; but the sys- 


tem itself is criticised, and a more economical system is sought. 
.There are objections also to judges being burdened with the 
responsibility of business supervision, in receivership lines, 
along with all their strictly judicial tasks. 


The plan suggested, which has worked well in England, is 


at least worth considering.

Nashua and Haverhill to assist them 
in handling a situation which at m 
time warranted their action," Mayor 
Charles G. Waldron declared yester- 
day ir. discussing the situation. 


"I am thoroughly convinced that the 


local police could have handled 
the 


situation 
without 
assistance 
from 


other cities and there would have been 
much less commotion, as the extra 
demonstration of police power only 
served to incite the strikers to disor- 
der. 
And why_ not, with a 
Jot of 


strange cops chasing them from one 
place to another 'with night sticks 
drawn and anxious to use them to 
show their authority? 


"I have on many occasions dis- 


cussed the strike situation with the 
union leaders here and I am confident 
.hat they are opposed to rioting or any 
form of law violation. If the strikers I 
wanted trouble they would have taken ' 
a hand in preventing the arrest of 
Bert Emsley, the One 
Big Union 


leader, Wednesday evening when he 
was a-nprehended by a local patrolman 
while more than 70 pickets who wore 
following him in front 
of the 
mill 


agent's residence looked on but did not 
offer a word of protest. 


"That was the most exciting mo- 


ment since the strike started and oie 
local officer 
handled 
the 
siui.icion 


without a semblance of disorder by ihe 
local strikers. 


"The out of town officers car.ic here 


with chips on their shoulders, as is 
shown by the fact that machine guns 
were brought to shoot down the na- 
tives. If the strikers were half as 
boisterous as a majority of the row- 
dies who came here- from Haverhill in 
uniform, I would be in favor cl' using 
the guns on them. 


"They reminded me of a lot of wise 


city guys doing their stuff in a small 
town. The show of authority which 
the police officials demonstrated might 
be all right among the Soviets in Rus- 
sia, but there are no murderers in the 
ranks of the local strikers and there- 
fore the police commissioner made a 
rrave mistake. 


"Where union labor is a factor in a 


municipality it must be recognized 
and is entitled to constitutional rights 
and should not be hounded like- a pack 
of wolves, as was done here las: week. 
All citizens had to suffer the humilifi.- 
tion of being: rushed about by a bur»:li 
of hot-headed bluecoats. 


'I even know of an instance where a 


citizen was going into the tax'collect- I 
or's office in the city building on b.-.si- ' 
iess( but was prevented from doing so , 
by a rioting officer. It is fortunate ! 
for the police commissioners that they j 
are not dependent on my signature b; . i 
fore paying the cost of the out-of-town 
officers, as I certanly would refuse 10 
sign the unwarranted bill of expense. 


"The sooner the rough-necks from 


out of town are sent- back the bi/lter 


for all concerned in Dover. Our 
policemen can 
handle ihe 
situ-
